They would not 
if ne could, Great Britain at least wonld nat, 
and they could not if they would, as China is not 
so liberal as you, Sir, would have us be; she will 
novor, except under compulsion, give up what 
she has once got a hold of. I believe that 
Mr. Morrison expressed the view of almost all 
foreigners in China who have had experionos of 
the “wuya that ore derk” when he’ said—* It 
would. he more in accordance with the real state 
of affoirs if it wore stated that with a view to the 
abolition of foreign post offices in China, the 
Chinese Government proposed to establish a Na 
tional Post Office of their own.” It might rather 
bo aid that they are professing to foreigners 
to have that intention, as it must be well 
known to tho offlciala that such a -thing will 
bo impossible for a generation to come.
